School Board Offers 
Vandalism Reward 


The Trustees of the Hamlin 
Independent School District, 
in their regular monthly 
meeting 
here 
Monday, 
adopted the 1977 tax roll and 
voted to offer a HOO van­ 
dalism reward. 
The tax roll adopted by the 


board includes $27,199,563 in 
real estate valuations and 
$27,394,150 in oU and utilities 
valuations. The total val­ 
uation is $54,593,713. The tax 
rate was left at the previously 
set rate of 98 cents for local 
maintenance and 35 cents for 
interest and sinking fund for 
a total tax rate of $1.33. 
The board voted to offer a 
$100 reward for information 
leading to the conviction of 
anyone caught vandalizing 
any of the school campuses. 
Superintendent Bob Hawes 
told the board that the school 
is continually finding car 
tracks and other minor acts 
of vandalism on the cam­ 
puses. 
In other action, the board 
appointed Kenneth Hertel 
and Mrs. Steven Carriker to 
the Agriculture Advisory 
Committee and voted to in­ 
crease the insurance value on 
the football stadium lights. 
The values were increased 
from $26,000 to $28,500.
